Buddhist officials charged 
two marines seen leaving the 
pagoda were responsible. The 
U.S. embassy has said toe in¬ 
cident was being Investigated. 
SAW MARINER 

The senior Buddhist priest. 
Thich Giac Ngo quoted one of 
the pagoda's younger priests as 
saying he had seen the two 
marinas leaving toe temple 
shortly before the damage was 
discovered. 

Rev. Ngo became so distressed 
he later threetened to commit 
suicide by dlaemboweiment in 
order to alone tar the desecra¬ 
tion. 

MEASURER BOUGHT 

Delegate* from Quang Nam 
p r o ▼ i n c * surramding toe 
marinee' base at Da Nang, 
argued in favor of the Bud¬ 
dhist* taking "maasures" to as¬ 
sure that American troops re¬ 
spect Buddhist pagodas.

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After the Voting 

T HE RESULTS of the elections In the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area leave a variety of questions to be 
answered: all interesting, most of them perplexing, 
and one in particular of urgent importance. 

This last, of course, is where the district goes now 
In regard to hospital expansion. Having rejected the 
proposal to raise the local share of hospital building 
costs by a regional levy averaging two mills, the 
Sooke-to-Sidney community has registered a strong 
protest against taxation of property for this purpoae 
on top of aU else. But unless the sharing formula 
is to be altered for all of British Columbia—which is 
clearly not the government’s present intention—the 
region may have deprived itself of additional hospital 
accommodation it seriously and increasingly needs. 
The province can hardly make a special case of this 
one area. While the whoshould-pay argument con¬ 
tinues, as continue it must, are we to limp along on 
the inadequate system of private and municipal do¬ 
nations? 

Similarly the apparent failure of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria School construction bylaw to gain the necessary 
majority for passage may be looked upon as a protest 
against the growing tax load on property. But to what 
avail? Postponing the inevitable in this case can only 
mean inconvenience and higher costs. 

The fate of Oak Bay's fluoridation measure raises 
the question of how long it will be before the whole 
district has its water thus treated. Six years ago, voting 
in company with the other Greater Victoria municipal¬ 
ities, Oak Bay came closest to approving fuoridation

OTTAWA — Those glowing 
words are the preface of the of¬ 
ficial handbook of Canada re¬ 
leased last week by the Federal 
Department of Trade and Com¬ 
merce. The book portrayi Can¬ 
ada as a modern utopia of 
wealth, resources and unlimited 
opportunity. 

It doesn't My a damn thing 

about the other Canada - a 

Canada of squalor, disease, and 
utter, hopeless deprivation. 

For four days this week 
about 175 provincial and feder¬ 
al officials studied the “other" 
Canada. In effect they lifted 
one comer of the rug of af¬ 
fluence that blankets the nation. 

They exposed hundreds of 
thousands of forgotten Cana¬ 
dians existing day to day with¬ 
out enough food, in broken 
down insanitary shacks, needing 
medical care but hot getting it. 

Squalid Picture 

It was not a pretty picture. 
But It was a picture that had 
to be painted so that Canadians 
could see the ugliness that scan 
their fresh, ytxsig country. It 
may even prompt some of the 
Idealistic students now bussing 
to the U S. for demonstatkms 
1o take up the cause In their 
own land. 

Ironically, if the people who 
ran the conference—the so call- 
ed strategists of the war on pov¬ 
erty had had their way, the 
whole men would still be un¬ 
exposed. 

All the meetings were aecret. 
Oonuntotoomures stood guard In 
the delegates lounge where the 
various background papers were 
stacked. It was not until this 
new s paper printed one—outlin¬ 
ing the sickening stat of Indian 
affairs—that any were relessrd 
Then the federal government 
distributed its nine “profiles on 
poverty." 

Six-Month Study 

Throe profiles represented six 
months of study and compila¬ 
tion by the eight member 
special planning secretariat 
under poverty chief Tom Kent. 

Predictably, the study by the 
Federal Indian Affairs Branch, 
had the most shock value. It 
proved beyond any doubt that 
Canadians have been as negli¬ 
gent as any wealthy people in 
the World In caring for their 
minorities. 

The statistics have been pub¬ 
lished, but they are worth re¬ 
peating. Most Indians die be¬ 
fore they are 35. They die from 
preventable diseases such as 
colds, pneumonia. Infant dis¬ 
ease, bowel disorders. 

A housing survey af Indian 
communities in 1962 hinted why. 


Only 44 per cent had electricity. 
Nine per cert had sewer dr sep¬ 
tic tanks service. Only 13 per 
cent had running water, and 
only seven per cent had indoor 
baths. 

Another report indicated that 
a Canadian familv of four liv¬ 
ing oa 13.000 a year was poor. 
Yet in 1963 about 31.300 Indian 
families are estimated lo havs 
earned about ( 1 , 600 . 

Milliona Poor 


“Health conditions of the 
Indian and Eskimo population, 
particularly In the north, are 
still among the worst in the i 
world. 

Poverty, however, is by no 
means confined to relatively 
minorities. U (3.000 a year Is 
accepted as the poverty line, 
then more than 3,500,000 Cana¬ 
dians are poor. 

Many of them are trying to 
■cratch out a living in farm 
country that Is little more than 
arid, rocky wasteland. One itudy 
showed that two fifths of the 
nation's farmers are poverty 
statistics. Some are living on as 
little as (11.71 per person per 
month. That's the cost of one 
ticket to the Grey Cup game. 

A 1961 census showed that 
« 8 per cent or 5,166.346 Cana¬ 
dians, 15 or over, were not go¬ 
ing to school, have no school¬ 
ing at all, or have elementary 
schooling only. Of this total 
176,524 have no school and 848,- 
261 have grade four or less. 

“This means that 1.024.785 
Canadians are functionally illi¬ 
terate. School at least, did nof 
make them capable of reading 
and writing to the extent re-] 
quired for all but the moat me¬ 
nial jobi, and Indeed tor any 
normal participation in today's 
society,' 1 It said. 

Poor Get Poorer 

The problem, of these people 
is magnified when It is realized 
that the technological revolu¬ 
tion now demands a higher 
standard of education in almost 
all workers than ever before. 
Unless conditions change 
abruptly the poor will get 
poorer. 

"Softools in slum areas are 
generally overcrowded, lack 
facilities and attract teachers 
who are inferior ... this, again, 
It part of the vicious circle 
which results In school drop¬ 
out* . . .** one report said. 

These are problems that I 
strike at the very roots 1 of the. 


educational system. Somehow 
It must be radically changed io 
that ti really readies the poor 
child. At the same time a mas¬ 
sive program to reach the hun¬ 
dreds of dxxisands who have re¬ 
jected school in years past must 
be developed In a hurry. 

So must programs at labor 
mobility, greater help for the 
disabled, tie sick and the old, 
and regional development. 

But even more basic, the time 
has come for a bask change 
in attitude on the part of the 
public and toe politicians. 1he 
suffocating affect of pre s ent at¬ 
titudes towards pov e rty was 
graphically told In one of the 
secretariat's nine profiles. It 
certainly willed out the dangers 
Inherent in the attitude of grow¬ 
ing numbers of poor people. 

“Not many company presi¬ 
dents start as shoe shine boys 
and the poor know it. Being 
harder to join the rich. It may 
irons easier to tight them, or 
at least ignore them. 

Feel Inferior 

"The poor feel hrferior and 
incapable of improving their 
position in Ufa; they feel alien¬ 
ated from society but their 
physical plight is not acute 
enough to encourage recourse 
to violent political action. There¬ 
fore a self-perpetuating and 
vicious circle is often estab- 
, lished. 

"Society rejects the poor, 
holds them apart and prevents 
them, either directly or by its 
general attitude towards change 
of economic and social institu- 
' tiona, from crossing into the re¬ 
gions of prosperity. 


Force PoliiicumM 

If the poverty conference has 
done nothing else, it has fo¬ 
cussed public attention on some 
of the great social injustices in 
Canada. HopefuBy, this will 
force the politicians to face the 
problem. 

Before they act they must 
make one basic decision. Either 
all Canadians have the right to 
minimum standards of health 
and happiness or they don't. If 
the right to there, political 
leaders must be prepared to 
question, and if necessary 
change, the direction of such 
basic inititutions as money and 
educational systems. 

They could well ponder the 
words of sociologist John Porter 
in hto book The Vertical Motor 

"No society can move into 
an industrial epoch with so 
much of its creative potential 
incarcerated in ignorance.' 1 
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"And thou Bethlehem,” 
sang the ancient prophet, 
“art not the least among the 
princes of Juda, for out of 
thee shall come a Governor, 
who shall rule my people 
Israel."

Diamonds Common 
On Face of Moon? 


LONDON (Reuters) — Thej 
first men to land on the moon 1 
may find huge quantities of 
diamonds there, says Prof. 
Samuel Tolansky, a distin¬ 
guished British physicist. 

Prof. Tolansky believes -the 
shockwaves of lunar explosions 
may have produced vast quan¬ 
tities of diamonds, or at least 
of diamond dust, like (those 
found in meteorites which have 
hit the earth. 

He explained in Optima, the 
quarterly review of the Anglo- 
American Corporation, the 
giant South African diamond 
fim, that synthetic micro-dia¬ 
monds are factory-produced by 
subjecting carbon to high temp¬ 
erature and pressure simulta¬ 
neously. 

BIG IMPACT 

But, says Prof. Tolansky, the 
same combination of high temp¬ 
erature and pressure, produced 
by the shock-wave of an explo¬ 
sion, can create diamonds ra¬ 
pidly, Diamondk, he adds, have 
been found In meteorites. 

Earth is well protected 


against fierce collisions be¬ 
cause of its atmosphere. But 
since there is virtually no at¬ 
mosphere on the moon, all ap¬ 
proaching meteorites are likely 
to arrive with violent impact. 
THREE SOURCES 

The bigger collisions would 
lead to the familiar shock¬ 
wave. If carbon was present 
mlco-diamonds would be cre¬ 
sted in the crater’s rim. The 
professor suggests three pos¬ 
sible sources of diamonds 
Round-the-rim meteoric space 
diamonds; Internal lunar dia¬ 
monds; and those created by 
Impact conversion. «

"They were never In sup¬ 
port of the addition e( the hos¬ 
pital function to the regional 
board." Mr. Campbell said- 
As a result, the referendum 
"did not get positive support 
, from municipal leaders" and 
it did not get enough votes to 
pass.

Mr Campbell explained 
what had happened when he 
met behind closed doors with 
mayor and reeves of Greater 
Victoria and representatives 
of nearby areas to plan the 
regional board's functions. 


Municipal leaders generally 
agreed that the new board 
should look after such prob¬ 
lems as regional parks, a re¬ 
gional sewer study and uni¬ 
form control of sale of fire¬ 
works, he said.

They did not want the hos¬ 
pital function to be included. 

The municipal affairs min¬ 
ister had established a policy 
that no other function would 
be added to the regional board 
unless there was mutual 
agreement among the parti- 
cipants. 


After this policy had been es¬ 
tablished, however, the federal 
government announced that a 
Canadian medicare scheme 
would be brought in by 1967. 

This announcement, said Mr 
Campbell, rqeant "there would 
be an increasing need for hos¬ 
pitals here."

discomforts of 14 days in space 
in the Gemini 7. 

These disclosures came Man- 
day as Borman and Lovell 
drove the Gemini 7 on toward 
new endurance records, and got 
the morals - lifting news that 
their rendezvous svHTi Gemini 6 
probably would be made at 
last, on Wednesday. 

FALSE SIGNAL 
Gemini 7 entered Its 138th or¬ 
bit at p.m.

The National Aeronautics and

The Titan normally is held 
bolted to the pad for 3.6 aec- 
andi, until its engines build up 
sufficient thrust for the climb 
into space and while launch 
crews make certain all system* 
are functioning correctly.

TWO-CENT BOOB

The debate listJ on an lo¬ 
ci dent 10 days ago, when Bud¬ 
dhist priests at the Khue Back 
pagoda in Hot Long village 
found the statue of Buddha de¬ 
capitated and filth strewn on 
the tempi* floor. 

Buddhist officials charged 
twn marines seen leaving the 
pagoda were responsible. The 
U.S. embassy has said the in¬ 
cident was being investigated. 
SAW MARINES 
The senior Buddhist priest 
Thicb Glac Ngo quoted one of 
the pagoda's younger priests as 
saying he had tern the two 
marinea leaving the temple 
shortly before the damage was 
discovered. 

Rev. Ngo became so distressed 
he later threatened to commit 
suicide by disembowebnent in 
order to atone for the desecra¬ 
tion. 

MEASURES SOUGHT 
Delegates from Quang Nam 
province surrounding the 
marines' base at Da Nang, 
argued in favor of the Bud¬ 
dhist* taking "measures” to as¬ 
sure that American troops re¬ 
spect Buddhist pagodas. This 
was understood to mean public 
pressure, possibly demonstra¬ 
tions. 

One aged monk charged that 
21 pagodas have been destroyed 
recently during fighting around 
Da Nang. He said that 11 Bud¬ 
dhists, including priests and 
children, have been killed, and 
many more have been wounded 
by the bombing and artillery ”
